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POUKTOnD 


The  lova  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is  the  Iowa  unit  of  a  na- 
tion-^v.dde  or ".raiization  which  is  entrusted  v/ith  the  responsibility  of  operating 
a  stojidard  statistical  service  for  agriculture.     The  Division  of  Agricultural 
Statistics  is  a  division  of  the  Iowa  ;_.tate  Department  of  Agriculture  working 
in  cooperation  with  the  Agricultural  r.arketing  Service  of  the  United  Sto.tes 
Departrient  of  Agriculture.     The  year  1939  marked  the  one-hundredth  anniverary 
of  the  collection  of  statistics  of  agriculture  in  the  United  States. 

The  general  program  of  the  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Cervice  is 
to  meet  the  -lu'Dlic  needs  and  demands  for  summary  data  of  an  historical  nature 
and  for  current  statistical  information  of  agricultural  production  in  lovfa  and 
the  Uni  ted  3 1  at  e  s „ 

In  recent  years,  there  has  been  an  increasing  demand  from  agricultural 
orgajiizations^   commercial  interests^  teachers,   legislators,   and  county.  State 
and  govenij'.iental  agencies  for  agricultural  data  showing  the  trends  of  change 
in  counties.     Little  has  been  done  in  the  past  to  make  available  data  for  each 
county  ovei'  on  extended  period  of  tiyiea     So  urgent  is  the  need  for  county  data 
that  some  organizations  have  assembled  such  information  at  considerable  cost. 
It  is  in  response  to  these  needs  that  this  series  is  being  issued. 

The  county  data  herein  offered  have  been  assem.bled  from  existing  State 
and  Federal  documents  and  reports,  u.nder  the  supervision  of  Norm.an  V,  Strand, 
StatO"wide  ITork  Projects  Administration  Siipervisor  of  Agricultural  Eoonomics 
and  Statistics  projects.     This  is  a  report  of  vrork  completed  on  Official  Proj- 
ect 65-1-72-155  of  the  Yfork  Projects  Administration,     Official  Project  665-72- 
3-56  furnished  the  material  for  Tables  23  and  25. 

The  loTfa  Agricultural  Extension  Siervice  participated  in  the  preparation 
of  the  materials  in  this  report.     Selected  data  from  the  files  of  the  Iowa 
Agricultural  \t:perim.ent  Station  have  been  released  for  publication  in  this 
series.     Special  credit  is  given  to  the  lovfa  assessors  and  tax  officials  who 
collect  data  on  crops  and  livestocks  as  required  under  the  lovfa  laiTS.  ITith- 
out  these  data  by  tovmships  and  counties  detailed  agricultural  statistics 
would  be  loss  accurate  and  less  complete^

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lOVrA  AGRICULTURAL  STATIC  TICS  -  WAPELLO  COUNTY 

ITapello  County  was  established  in  February,  1843,  from  territory  embraced 
in  the  ori-inal  county  of  Demoine,     It  A/as  npmed  for  the  Fox  chief  YfapGllo, 
vfhose  nnj.ie  is  usually  interpreted  "The  Prince." 

This  region  yfas  Indian  country  aiid  claims  could  not  legally''  be  made  until 
the  first  of  ilay,  1843.     At  that  tine^   several  hundred  persons  \rho  had  cemped 
alcn^  the  ire  stern  boundary  of  Jefferson  County  hurried  in  to  tol:e  claim.s. 
Many  disputes  arose  over  the  hastily  m.ade  boundaries,,  but  they  rrere  usually 
settled  poacefull;^. 

The  coujity  i7as  form.ally  orgsnized  in  April,  1844,   and  the  county-seat  ivas 
located  at  Ottuauva,     Otturawa  had  been  laid  out  in  May,  1843,  by  the  Appanoose 
Rapids  Company.     Ottumv/a  is  an  Indian  xrord  meaning  "rapids"  or  "timbling  Ym- 
ter,"     The  county  commissioners  attem.pted  to  change  the  name  to  Lerrisville, 
but  the  residents  of  the  tovm  rejected  that  name  and  adhered  to  Ottuimya.    As  a 
matter  of  interest,  it  is  related  tho.t  the  tovm  had  but  nine  log  cabins  and 
one  small  frome  house  in  1844, 

In  early  days  J.  P,  Eddy  kept  on  Indian  trading  post  in  the  nbrthiTest 
corner  o2  th.e  county  on  the  bank  of  the  Des  Moines  River^     In  1845,  he  laid 
out  a  tovTL  --.l-iiGh  he  named  Eddyville„    Agency  City,  or  Agency,  located  a  few 
mj-los  cast  of  Otturnvra,  vj-as  n&med  for  an  old  Indian  agency  established  in  1838. 
It  -i/as  the  first  tovra  laid  out  in  V.'apello  County.     In  August,  1859,  the  Bur- 
lington Railroad  v/as  completed  to  Ottvurara  cjid  in  the  following  year  the  Des 
Moines  "'/r.lloy  Railroad  came  in  from  Meokuk,  l/    General  Joseph  M,  '  Street  and 
Chief  Ylapello  are  buried  on  the  Burlington  right  of  way  at  Agency.  2/ 

Area 

ITp.pello  County  is  approximately  18  by  24  miles  in  extent,  em.bracing  428 
square  miles,  or  273,920  acres,   3_/    Of  this  number,   258,131  acres  o.re  farm 
land.  4^/    There  are  fourteen  townships  in  the  county  and  it  ranks  sixty-third 
in  point  of  size  in  the  State,   sharing  this  place  with  Clarke  County.

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Soils 

:?he  soils  of  Wapello  County  are  gi^o^-pecl  into  4  classes  according;  to  their 
ori:;;in  end  locr^tion;  namely,  loess,  tcrrc.ce,   sv/amp  and  bottom-lcjid,   and  resid- 
ual.    The  10-33S  soils  cover  81,9  percent  of  the  area  and  are  divided  into 
Clinton  silt  loaiu — 31,0  percent,  Crrundy  silt  loam — 30,1  percent,  Lindley  loam — 
15.6  psrcont,  T.arion  silt  loam — 3, G"  percent,  Putnam  silt  loam — 1.0  percent, 
Grundy  -.ilty  clay  loam— 0t4  percent,   and  Knox  fine  sand' — Oo2  percent.     The  ter- 
race soils  cover  5.9  percent  of  the  sujrf ace' and  are  divided  into  Bremer  loams  — 
2.1  percent,  Calhoun  silt  loam — 1,4  percent,  Jackson  silt  loam— 0,9  percent, 
"Taukesha  loaias. — 1,4  percent,   and  Pladnfield  loamy  fine  sand — 0.1  percent.  The 
SA'Tamp  r.nd  bottom-lands  cover  11,3  percent  of  the  area  and  are  divided  into  Gen- 
esee loams — S.O  percent,  Wabash  loams — 4,4  percent,  Sarpy  silt  loam' — 0.3  per- 
cent,  and  river\-rash-'-0,l  percent.     The  residual  soil.  Union  silty  clay  loam, 
covers  0,9  percent  of  the  surface,  5/ 

Topography 

The  upland  of  Wapello  County  T:as  originally  a  nearly  level  drift  plain. 
Hovfever,  this  \ras  modified  appreciably  'oy  erosion  before  the  deposition  of  the 
loess.     The  Des  Lloines  Pdver  extends  diagonally  across  the  county  from  north- 
\rest  to  southeast,  I'/ith  a  broad,  deep  valley.     It  is  bordered  on  both  sides  by 
rather  hilly,  much  eroded  areas «    Along  the  tributaries  of  the  Des  Hoines  River 
the  topography  is  almost  as  rough.     The  general  surface  of  the  southv/e stern 
part  of  the  bounty,  which  is  traversed  by  the  large  tributaries  of  the  Des 
Koines  Pdver,  is  rolling,  vfith  only  najrro::  ridges  of  the  original  upland  plain 
renainingc     These  upland  areas  are  generally  high  and  narrovr  and  lie  parallel 
to  the  streaju  valleys.     There  has  been  less  erosion  in  the  northeastern  part, 
the  slopes  are  less  abrupt,   and  the  topogr'aphy  in  general  is  less  rough.  The 
upland  areas  bet\/een  the  streams  are  broad,  gently  rolling  plains.     The  drain- 
age is  brought  about  by  Cedar  Creek,  Competine  Creek,  and  the  Des  lloines  Piver 
and  its  tributaries.     The  Des  lloines  Pdver  has  a  flood  plain  vaj'ying  from 
three-fourths  of  a  mile  to  two  miles  in  vddth.     The  largest  areas  of  this 
flood  plain  cxc  just  south  of  Eddyville  and  southeast  of  Ottuira/a,     There  is 
also  a  considerable  area  of  terrace  land  northwest  of  Eldon.  S/

Note  Regarding  Yields  of  Corn 

The  crop  assessors'  statistical  treakdovm  for  corn  acreage  is  as  follows; 
(1)  all  corn,  (2)  corn  husked  for  grain,  (3)  corn  cut  for  silage,  (4)  corn  cut 
for  fodder  vtA  (5)  corn  hogged  off,  A  total  production  is  given  for  each  farm 
T/hi  oh  incltides  only  that  actually  husked.  In  getting  county  totals  of  produc- 
tion, the  acreage  o'ther  than  that  husked  is  multiplied  by  the  ^deld  (derived 
by  dividing  total  bushels  corn  husked  by  total  acres  husked)  and  added  to  sum- 
matxons  of  individual  farm  productions  shoim  as  huskedr  This  assviaes  that 
acreage  not  husked  Vi-ould  have  produced  the  ssjiie  yield  as  that  actually  husked« 

In  1934  cjp-d  1936,  both  poor  crop  years,  separate  estimations  for  corn 
yield  on  acreage  not  husked  v/ere  made  by  the  State  assessors'  office  because 
it  xras  felt  that  farmers  in  those  years  vrould  select  their  best  acreages  for 
husking  cxd  cut  or  hcg  off  the  rest,  iThich  would  have  a  different  and  lov^er 
yield.     This  separate  yield  estimation  iras  then  multiplied  by  the  acreage  not 
husked  cjid  the  total  added  to  that  reported  as  husked. 

This  was  done  by  counties  only  cr^d  not  by  tovmships.     The  toimship  yields 
for  these  tvro  years,  then,   are  somieiThat  high  since  they  are  based  only  on  acre- 
age husked  for  grain  and' bushels  husked,.     The  total  corn  acreage  is  shovm  by 
tovrnship  with  this  yield,   and  any  attempt  to  multiply  it  by  the  acreage  shown 
to  grt  total  production  will  result  in  a  too  high  figure. ^     The  county  simiiTiary 
table  figures  for  corn  yield  in  1934  and  1936  have  been  adjusted  for  poorer 
yields  on  that  acreage  not  husked  and  these  yields  may  legitimately  bo  r:iulti- 
pliod  by  the  acreages  shovm  there  to  arrive  at  total  productions  for  the  county. 

In  all  other  years  actual  tovmship  productions  may  be  derived  from  the 
yield  and  acreage  figures  showi  in  the  tables  since  corn  yield  has  been  as- 
sumed to  be  equal  in  all  utilizations.     The  county  yield  and  tormship  yields 
are,  therefore,   consistent  in  all  years  e:;cept  1934  and  1936,
